Bland's Bill Will Not 
Be Referred, 


An Amendment Providing fo 
Free Coinage, 


A Discussion on Pensions in 
the House. 


Relation of the Southern States to Northern 
Pensioners — Mr. Cannon and His 
Three Hurrahs in Hades—Min- 

eral Land Laws. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, -March 5.—The Wil- 
son Tariff Bill was the subject of 
earnest consultation among the Sena- 
tors today. It reached a certain stage 
of completeness and it is generally un- 
derstood that if a definite agreement 
could be reached on sugar it would then 
be possible to agree upon everything 
else. It is understood that the de- 
mands made by the Democratic Sena- 
tors who oppose the bill in the form in 
which it was first presented have been 
met and tentatively agreed upon; but 
even these agreements are subject to 
the approval of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the needs of the government 
in the matter of revenue. 

Secretary Carlisle has been with the 
committee most of the day and again 
this evening to discuss and compare 
the changes. The difficulties surround- 
ing the agreement upon sugar are the 
greatest that the tariff-makers have to 
contend with. It appears also that the 
proposition for an increased tax on 
whfsky is mixed up with the proposed 
duty on sugar. If the latter is agreed 
to the necessity for _an___ increased 
whisky tax disappears. 

“Jt is understood also that the com- 
mittee has been giving its attention to 
the tobacco schedule in the Internal 
Revenue Bill during the day and that 
the Internal Revenue Commissioner 
was before the committee to make sug- 
gestions concerning the rates and 
method of collecting on this as well as 
on other 
bill. 

The Senate held a short session to- 
day and but little business of impor- 
tance was transacted. A brief debate 
on silver was precipitated by the in- 
tention expressed by Vice-President 
Stevenson to refer the Bland Seignior- 
age Bill, which had just been received | 
(from the House, to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—SENATE. 
—The Bland Seigniorage Bill was re- 
ceived from the House today, and was 
_| referred to the Committee on Finance. 
 §enator Allen of Nebraska presented 
an amendment to the rules providing 
that it shall be the duty of the commit- 
tees to report on bills and resolutions 
reported to them within thirty days; 
failing to do so, the Senator presenting 
a bill or resolution may call for a re- 
port under certain restrictions. It was 
referred to the Committee on Rules. 

Mr. Cockrell ridiculed petitions which 
he had received from druggists of Mis- 
souri protesting against an increase of 
duty on alcohol under the Wilson Dill, 
saying they originated in the State 
Pharmaceutical Association of prohibi- 
tion Iowa. 

Senator Stewart of Nevada objected 
to the reference of the Bland Seignior- 
age Bill to the Finance Committee, and 
asked that it lie on the table, so that 
it might be called up at any time. 
After considerable discussion this was 
agreed to, with the understanding that 
it be laid before the Senate tomorrow. 

Senator Stewart introduced an amend- 
ment to the Bland Seigniorage Bill Pros | 
viding for the free coinage of silver. 

Senator Morgan of Louisiana’ offered 
a resolution looking to the appointment 
of a tariff commission which he offered 
as an amendment to the tariff bill, and 
it was referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

A number of bills of minor ‘impor- 
tance were passed. The McGarrahan 
bill was taken from the calendar, but 
went over until tomorrow on an objec- 
tion from Senator Morrilk After an 
executive session the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—Mr. Breckinridge reported 
the Urgent Deficiency Bill with the 
Senate amendments. The latter were 
not concurred in and the bill was sent 
to conference. 

Mr. McCreary of Kentucky asked 
unanimous consent for the passage of 
the Senate resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to represent this 
government at the Antwerp Expogition. 

Mr. Bailey of Texas objected to the 
bill to mal:e Bonner’s Ferry, Idaho, a 
port of entry. The bill passed. After 
one or two attempts’ to get things 
unanimous . consent’. the 
House took up the regular order of 
business. 

Speaker Crisp presented by request 
a petition from the Governor and 
Legislative Assembly of Utah protest- 
ing against the removal of the South- 
ern Ute Indians from Colorado to 
Utah and a memorial from the same 
source for the allotment of Indian 
lands in severalty. 

Representative Bowers of California 
introduced a bill extending the mineral 
land laws so that they will apply to all 
lands embraced within existing. reserva- 
tions created by Presidential proclama- 
tions, also extending ‘the grants of: 
rights-of-way for canals and ditches, 
provided by the act repealing timber 
culture laws, so that they will include 
rights-of-way for electrical power lines, 

Delegate Josephs introduced a bill 
for the admission of New Mexico) Mr. 
Cannon of Illinois raised the point of 
no quorum and the bill was withdrawn. 
The House then went into committee 
of the whole on the pension bill. 


Mr. Hepburn of Iowa declared that 


in this part of the} 


amounted $36,000. 


the Confederate States contributed not 
one dollar to the payment of. pensions. 
Of $150,000,000 of internal revenue taxes 
the South paid less than $9,000,000; of 
$177,000,000 custom receipts the South 


paid but $4,000,000; of miscellaneous re-- 


ceipts less than $2,000,000. ‘‘So,’’ said 
he, addressing the Southern members, 
“you contribute less than $15,000,000 to 
the revenue of the government. How 
do’ you get that back? There returns 
to you as sugar bounty $9,000,000; $5,000,- 
0090 in pensions and $5,000,006 as deficit 
in postal receipts. You therefore re- 


| ceive back $3,000,000 more than you con- 
tribute. 


You contribute not a cent to 
Northern pensions. What difference 
does it make to you what we do with 
our own money?’ (Republican ap- 
plause.) 

The first proof of hostility to pension- 
ers by the administration Mr. Hepburn 
found in the fact that Grover Cleve- 
land was President; and second that 
oat Smith was Secretary of the Inte- 

or. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois concluded the 
debate for the afterngon. Ip the course 
of his speech he drew Gen. Black into 
a most subtle colloquy, Mr. Cannon's 
purpose being to commit Gen. Black to 
the latter’s opinion of Cleveland's pen- 
sion policy during his first administra- 
tion. All’ his finesse, however, availed 
nothing, as Black was on his guard 
and refused to be trapped. Mr. Can- 
non then sought to get an expression 
upon the present pension policy. The 
general replied he had already given an 
opinion of the Democratic idea of pen- 
sions. 

“The country,” replied Mr. Cannon, 

“cares not three hurrahs in hades for 
what the Sete party thinks; what 
it would like to*Know is whether the 
pension policy of Grover Cleveland is a 
just one. I believe my colleague, Gen. 
Black, does himself an injustice when 
he seeks to make his own magnificent 
war record cover a malicious and wan- 
ton attack upon his comrades.” 

The committee soon arose and the 
House adjourned.

DASTARDLY PLOT. 


A Captured Striker Makes a 


\ | Confession. 


The West Virginia Rioters Had Planned to 
Up the Mine Works—Dyna- 
mite to Be Thrown ee 

. the Troops. , 


By Telegre>h from the Associated 
CHARLESTON (W.Va.,) March 5.— 
Today Gov. McCorkle received a tele- 
grom from Maj. Banks, commanding 
at Eagle, stating that a man had been 
arrested at Montgomery with dynamite 
cartridges on his person. The man was 
brought to this city. He said he was en- 


gaged in the attack on Wyant’s tipple.. 


He had attended all the meetings and 
knew all of the strikers’ plans. From 
his confession the — ‘story was 


obtained: 


The riot at Acme was carefully 
planned and was only frustrated by 
the action of the authorities. The 
strikers took to Acme _ twenty-seven 
large dynamite cartridges to, blow up 
the works and destroy fhe § stores. 
Their purpose was to loot the stores. 
At their meetings yesterday and last 
night and Saturday the arrangement 
was made with the connivance of cer- 
tain people to arrest Wyant, bring him 
to Montgomery and turn him over to 
a mob of miners. His life would not 
then have been worth a penny. In ad- 
dition to this, when the soldiers came 
accompanying the, Sheriff in making 
arrests for murder, the fuses of the 
dynamite cartridges were to be lighted 
with cigars and thrown among the 
troops and posse. 

As it happened, however, only a small 
part of the programme was carried 
out. Wyant was arrested, but when 
the four constables, one of whom had 
said he would bring .Wyant to Mont- 
gomery or kill him, attempted to take 
Wyant to Montgomery he resisted, and 
told them that he was perfectly will- 
tne to go to Fayetteville where he 
could have some sort of a show, but did 
not propose to be taken to Montgomery 
for the purpose of being killed by a 
mob. 

This morning he called on the militia 
for protection, and when the constables 
attempted to take him one of them 
was arrested for murder and a plat- 
toon of soldiers took Wyant to Fayette- 
ville, where he will have a preliminary 
trial. 


MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS.

Parliament Prorogued 
by Victoria. 


Lord Reseberry’s Hand Now 
at the Helm. 


Gladstone Secures Honors for 
His Friends. 


Official Announcement of the New Ministry— 
Claims That the ex-Promier Was Hounded 
Out of Office—The Woman 

in the Case. - 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 5.—The Queen's 
speech proroguing Parliament was 
purely formal, being only fifteen lines 
in length. Lord Roseberry spent the 
morning conferring with the Cabinet. 

The House of Lords met this after- 
noon and the royal assent -was given 
to the Local Government Bill. The 
Queen’s speech was read and the House 
adjourned. 

Gladstone was busy all the morning 
and received, besides many callers, in- 
cluding the Queen’s private secretary, 
Justin McCarthy, the leader of 
the Irish Nationalists. Harcourt, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, assumed the 
Liberal leadership of the House of 
Commons amid enthusiastic cheers from 
the Liberal benches. When the mem- 
bers of the Commons were summoned 
to the Lords’ Chamber to hear the 
Queen’s speech L&abouchere and some 


othér Radicals remained behind. Aften, 


the reading of the speech the Com- 
mons also adjourned. 

Lord Roseberry visited’ the Queen 
this afternoon and kissed her hand 
in recognition of his appointment as 
Premier. The St. James Gazette says 
it reported that Roseberry will 
probably effect a reunion with the 
L‘bepal-Unionist leaders. 

The Standard makes 
official announcement: Earl of 
Kimberly will assume the foreign 
portrolio; Right Honorable Henry Fow- 
ler, the Indian portfolio, and T. F. Ellis, 
now Lord of the Treasury, 
come “patronage seePétary.. of treds. 
ury, gsueceeding Mr. Majoribanks, the 
Liberal ‘‘whip.” John. Morley has 
consented to retain the portfolio as 
Chief Secretary of Ireland; at the ur- 
gent request of Lord Roseberry.” 

On the recommendation of Glad- 
stone the Queen conferred the follow- 
ing honors: Stuart Rendel, Member of 
Parliament for Montgomeryshire and 
chairman of the Parliamentary Associ- 
ation of Welsh Liberals, raised to the 
peerage;

NEW YORK, March 5.—Before the 
Kearsarge Naval Court of Inquiry at

A Decision by the Supreme Court of 
United States. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—The con- 
stitutionality of the tide-water laws~ 


of the State of Oregon has been af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court in passing 
upon the sufjof Charles W. Shiveley, 
plaintiff in error, against John Q. A.

THE ELECTRIC WORLD 


What is Going on in That 
Wondrous Domain, | 


Telephoning and Telegraphing Without 
Wires—A Maximum-speed Street-car 
Indicator—Removing Iron or 
Steel from the Eye. 


iFrom a Special Contributor. 

For a long time the use of steel in 
many branches of industry was limited 
in consequence of its tendency to’ cor- 
rosion, but this material: is so rapidly 
taking the place of iron for all kinds 
of constructional work and is so largely 
employed in shipbuilding that the ne- 
cessity of providing some means of 
making it proof against the cxidizing 
influence of air and water has become 
imperative. Such a means is at hand 
in a new electro-zincing process. Hith- 
erto the zincing process has been both 
and difficult 
to manage. Articles were dipped in a 
bath of molten zinc, the zinc-iron alloy 
or dross of which often amounted to 
over 25 per cent. of the whole quan- 
tity of zinc used. This added consid- 
erably to the cost of salvanizing, and 
the large quantity of zinc, usually some 
fifteen or twenty tons, which had con- 
stantly to be kept in a molten condi- 
tion, entailed a heavy expenditure in 
fuel. The question.of temperature has 
always beeh. a source” of seri- 
ous trouble in galvanizing baths. 
The necessary pickling and  nhot 
galvanizing reduced strength 
of wires and distorted and ren- 
dered brittle iron and steel of small 
sections. Exposure to even the low- 
est temperature of the galvanizing bath 
greatly reduced the hardness of steel 
wire of a high breaking load and im- 
paired its tensile strength by as much 
as from 5 to 10 per cent. It was the 
practice when coating steel wire to 
keep the bath of molten zinc at as 
low a temperature as possible and to 
run the wire through at a high rate 
of speed. The waste of metal from 
both these sources was considerable. 
The zinc solidified rapidly on the com- 
paratively cold wire and was especially 
liable to be broken or cracked off in 
bending or twisting, as molten zinc of 
low temperature cannot be depended 
upon to adhere to steel, except after 
prolonged contact. Again, the zinc 
coat put on by the hot process was 
uneven, and although in the case of 
wire and thin sheets some of the zinc 
might be sqeezed off by mechanical 
means when leaving the bath, there 
was more or 4ess serious loss from this 
cause. Much money has been spent in 
the attempt to substitute ordinary elec- 
tro-zine plating for galvanizirg, but 
the experiments have not been success- 
ful, as the process was found to be too 
slow and costly and the zinc coating 
deposited porous, the result being that 
the acid solution retained in the zinc 
deposit set up a galvanic action which 
destroyed the protective coating and 
there was great difficulty in coating 
articles of irregular shape. All these 
troubles are now at an end. By the 
electro-zincing process plates eighteen 
feet long can be coated with ease, cer- 
tainty and the maximum adhesiveness. 
The articles. are first pickled, then 
passed through a washing tank and 
afterward removed to the plating bath 
by means of an overhead trolley run- 
ning on rails. An electric current is 
passed through the pickling bath so as 
to quicken the process, retuin a smooth 
surface and prevent any reduction in 
tersile strength. The process is very 
much cheaper than hot galvanizing, be- 
ing about one-half in the case of plate;

DANGER OF FIRE IN LAUNDRIES. 
There has been a good deal of talk 
about the frequency of fires in laun- 
dries, owing to the ignitian of benzine 
by the discharge of electricity gener- 
ated in rinsing clothing in baths of 
benzine, and the imperturbable John 
Chinaman has especially been exercised 
in regard to this inconvenient mani- 
festation of the presence of the electric 
current. A simple remedy has been sug- 
gested by Dr. Gochring, who states 
that by adding to the benzine 2 per 
cent of a soap that is soluble in ben- 
zine the danger is completely avoided, 
as it is then no longer possible to 
detect even the slightest electrification 
by means of electros¢ope. The 
cleansing properties of the benzine are 
not destroyed by this addition, but are 
even said to be increased. 
THLPHONING AND TELEGRAPHING 
WITHOUT WIRBS. 

A deménstration was recently made 
in England which must have brought 
a sense of satisfaction to those enthus- 
iastic scientists who maintain that 
communication with other planets is 
cnly a matter of time, as it lies legiti- 
mately in the path of scientific develop- 
ment. Experiments were carried out 
by W. H. Preece with the object of 
showing the progress that has been 
made toward a coming electrical tri- 
umph — telegraphing and telephoning 
without wires. A copper wire, half a 
mile long, was hung on poles on the 
sea coast, the earth completing the 
circuit. Six hundred yards away and 
parallel with the original line, a second 
wire of about two-thirds its length 
was buried in the sand at low water 
mark. A third” wire of the same 
length and also parallel was laid down 
on an island over three miles off. Morse 
signals were sent by means of.an alter- 
nating current through the first wire. 
The signals were reproduced on the 
island and read by a pair of telephones, 
The messages were sent and received 
with the greatest ease. Tests with 
the telephone were made and it Was 
found that the human voice could 
be actually transmitted by the same 
means one and a quarter miles. The 
attempt to telegraph in this way for 
a distance of five miles and a half was 
only partially successful. It is more 
like the American than the Englishman 
to do a thing first and to find out 
why it should be so afterward. This 
may or may not be the situation in 
regard to Mr. Preece’s experiments, 
but it is understood that he holds one 
view of the cause of the phenomena 
They 
maintain that the results were due 
to conduction through the carth, while 
Mr. Preece, who ought to know, says 
he worked up to his experiments on 
the basis of the theory that the electro- 
magnetic induction of the alternating 


current in the primary circuit 
threw the surrounding ether into 
oscilliations, and the energy was 
radiated in waves, which spread out 


like waves of light, and if those waves 
fell on conductors properly placed and 
suitably prepared they were recon- 
verted into an alternating current in 
the secondary circuit. The discussion 
itself is of exceptional interest, but the 
most satisfactory feature connected 
with it is that the fact of the possibility 
of telephoning and telegraphing with- 
out wires to distant points has been 
established. 


A MAXIMUM SPBED STREET-CAR 
INDICATOR. 
In cities where electric lines have 
been laid down it has been found 
advisable to limit the speed of the 
cars by special enactment. No accu- 
rate method, however, of indicating 
when the maximum-speed limit was 
exceeded has hitherto been employed. 
Such a method is now suggested in 
a contact device, which connects di- 
rectly with- the axles of the,car and 
an laren bell. The axles of sfreet cars 
running at ten miles an hour, with 
thirty-inch wheels, make 111 revolu- 
tions per minute. The device can be 


80 adjusted that wher this or any other 
predetermined speed is exceeded, the 
motorman, the conductor, the passen- 
gers, and also, incidentally, the police 
and the public, will be instantly made 
aware of the fact by the ringing of 
the alarm bell, each stroké of which 
will mean one revolution beyond the 
maximum speed allowed. 


RBMOVING IRON OR STERL FROM . 


E BYE. 


The use of the electro-magnet for 
the removal of particles of tron oF 
steel from the eye is becoming gen-— 
eral, and an oval electrode has been 
devised by Dr. Knapp for this purpose, 
The use of a magnet immediately afte 
an injury, where a chip of iron or stee 
has penetrated the interior of the eye 
always gives far more favorable re- 
sults as to vision than when used later. 
Many cases are on record where large 
particles have been removed from the 
interior of the eye by the magnet, 
with a hardly appreciable impairment 
of the vision. Dr. Knapp recommends 
that in large injuries of the eye, where 
the presence of a piece of iron or steel 
within the eye is suspected, the phy- 
sicilan should not hesitate to Insert a 
magnet in the eye, as inflammation 
and loss of the eye will come if the 
foreign substance be allowed to fe- 
main. If, however, the injury stows 
but a very smail opening througn 
the eyeball, the intruding substance 
should first belocated with the ophthal- 
moscope, then the wound through the 
eyeball should be carefully enlarged, 
and the magnet inserted as close to 
the particle as possible. In this way, 
by cautious manipulation, the sub- 
stance may often be ramoved with Dut 
little subsequent inflammation. 
DHLECTRICITY IN SPECTACULAR EF- 

FECTS IN PANTOMIMBS. 

A leading American theatrical man- 
ager, Who has put on the stage some 
of the most brilliant of modern spee- 
tacular effects, recéntly went to Bu- 
rope in search of new plays and new 
ideas. On his return, he was asked: 
“How do the English compare with 
us in the use of electric light for stage 
purposes?” He replied, unhesitatingly: 
“They are a long way ahead of us 
over there.” The truth of this remark 
seems to be confirmed By-the accounts 
which have come to us of the use of 
esectricity in the London theaters dur- 
ing’ the last pantomime season. In the 
pantomime of “Cinderella,” for in- 
Stance, at the Lyceum, the tyo fairy 
g218s slippers whidh are brought in on 
cushions ‘in the first act, are lighted 
from within by two one-half candle- 
power lamps, and a vision in the 
overmantel is illuminated by means of 
a 100 candle-power lamp, which, by a 
special device, is brought from a state 
of non-luminosity to its full incandes- 
cence and Back aguiin. In, another 
scen@® thé fairy slippers, electrically 
lighted, are again introduced, and are 
supposed to be placed on Cinderella’s 
feet. Immediately lights on the ‘he- 
rone’s feet spring up, giving her the 
appearance of wearing the glass slip- 
pers. Another beautiful property in 
this scene was a scent bottle contain- 
ing eleven twenty-five candle-power 
lamps, so colored as to produce pris- 
matic tints on the glass. Cinderella’s 
carriage was lighted oy fifty-two uny 
lamps, and between each spoke of the 
four wneels was placed a lamp, the 
light of which was never interrupted, 
but gave the effect of a circle of fire 
as the Wheel revolved.

The late James G. Blaine was a 
man of strong individuality, who made 
many warm friends and many bitter 


“enemies. Even his enemies, . however, 


would not attempt to deny that he was 
a patriotic American, who loved his 
country. He also saw deeper below 


the surface than many of his contem- 


poraries. Now that the party of free 
trade has the upper hand, and the 
country is beginning to feel the effects 
of their legislation, the following words, 
which were used by Mr. Blaine “not 
long before his decease, are worth quot- 
ing.

cry for bread; that the day must come 
when the great factories and manufac- 
tories of this land will shut down, and 
where there is now life and activity 
there will be the silence of the tomb. 
And the reason why this must be is 
this: The great Southern wing of the 
Democratic party are determined to 
establish the doctrine of free trade in 
this They will be assisted by 
their Northern allies. There is a great 
body of visionary, but educated men, 
who are employed day by day in writ- 
ing free-trade essays and arguments 
fin favor. of the doctrine, which find 
their way -to ev newspaper in this 
land.

WHAT SHALL WE DO WITH THEM? 


From.ithe report of ithe Bureau of 
Statistics of the Treasury Department, 
just published, it appears ‘that during 
the year ending June 30 last, 502,917 
NM@migrants arrived. in the United 
States, 80 per cent of whom were be- 
tween 15 and 40 years of age.. Of 
these newcomers 2600 belong to the 
professional classes, 47,631 are skilled 
kaborers, 204340 were listed under the 
head of ‘‘miscellaneous occupations,” 
and are merchants, farmers, laborers, 
servants, ete., while 230,512, nearly. one- 
half of the whole number, are without 
eccupations. Commenting on these 
facts, the Cincjnnati Times-Star says: 

“,uese figures «teil a story aimost 
Siartiing and decidedly unwelcome to 
the people of this country. The fact 
that in a year, during the greater part 
of which there was extreme. depression 
in every branch of business and in 
all pursuits—a eondition that still ob- 
tains and wi:l continue for an indefinite 
@ million immigrants were 
added to our population, one-half of 
this multitude being persons without 
any ‘occwpation, and therefore at once 
joining that element of tthe unem- 
p*oyed from which ‘the greatest danger 
of turbulence and outbreaks arises, is 
alarming. That there has ‘been little 
diminution in tthe flood of undesirable 
imnfigrantts must intensify the alarm. 
Certainly at a time ike the present 
Congress Ought to give attention to 
the question of adopting new reguhka- 
tions in the matter of immigration. 
The necessity for action was never so ap- 
parent, and never soimperative. These 
poople without occupations largely go 
to swell the populations of cities, and, 
as a rule, become the most vicious 
of the dangerous elements, owing to 
thelr ignorance of cour ctustoms and 
their distorted view of liberty in Amer- 
ica. The recent riots in Chicago and 
Eastern cities are object lessons upon 
the great peril springing from the con- 
stant infusion of a low foreign class 
into the populous communities. 

“It is high ‘time for Congress to 
adopt more stringent measures to rem- 
edy ‘this evil. It seems high ‘time for 
the enactment of 2 law which will shut 
out any immigrant who does not come 
to our shores with a certificate from 
the American Consul at the port. of 
departure, stating not only that he 
is a person of good character, but 
one whose antecedents show that he 
will ‘become neither a public charge 
nor a mailcontent.’’ 

There is no doubt ‘that this article 
represents a rapidly-growing senti- 
ment throughout the country. The 
opinion is spreading more widely every 
day among Americans that ‘the unlim- 
ited hospitality of this country toward 


4 people from other lands has extended 


far enough, and that it is now about 
time for us to look out a little for our 
own family. 


A telling argument was advanced 
by Mr. Hepburn of Iowa yesterday 
when he declared that the Confederate 
States contributed not one dollar to 
the payment of pensions. Of $150,000,000 
of internal revenue taxes, he said, the 
South paid less than $9,000,000; of $177,- 
000,000 customs receipts the South paid 
but $4,000,000; of miscellaneous receipts 
less than $2,000,000, so that -the South 
contributes less than $15,000,000 to the 
revenue of the government, and there 
returns to her as sugar bounty $9,000,000; 
$5,000,000 in pensions and $5,000,000 ‘as 
deficit in postal receipts. She therefore 
receives back $3,000,000 more than she 
contributes and does not pay a cent to 
Northern pensions. 


And now it is announced from Paris 
that the practice which prevails among 
some of the savage tribes of paying a 
regular income to freebooters in order 
to insure themselves against attacks, 
is being followed among the Anarchists 
of Paris. It is said that a number of 
wealthy Frenchmen have given’ money 
to Anarchists to insure themselves 
against outrages. These Anarchists 
are sometimes inclined to pose as mem- 
bers of a great social movement, but 
when the facts are investigated it will 
always be. found that they are either 
common every-day murderers and 
thieves, or cranks, or a combination of 
both. 


There is already a speck of trouble 
along the line of the Nicaragua Canal, 
owing to the. fact that Great Britain 
has interfered to protect a small na- 
tive State which is only about sixty 
miles from the eastern terminus of the 
canal. It is possible that this may 
not lead to any permanent trouble, 
but, all the same, it will serve to re- 
mind the United States of the necessity 
for American control or ownership of 
the canal. The sooner this matter is 
definitely decided and understood the 
less chance there will be for compli- 
cations to arise.

Back in 1861.

The Bulkhead Bill the Cause of the Trouble—

ing Bulletin. 


‘During his ‘official term as Covernor 

of the State John G. Downey, who died 
Thursday last in this city, had a street 
fight in San Francisco. Inceftsed at 
the language of John Middleton, the 
auctioneer and father of Samuel Mid- 
dleton, he struck him with his fist 
and then he received a blow in return. 
Myles B: Sweeny, president of the 
Hilbernia Bank, took up'his quarrel and 
he and Middleton fought until they 
were arrested by the police. 

During the discussion that ended in 
the fight reference was made to the 
Bulkhead Bill, intended to divert from 
State ownership the waterfront of San 
Francisco, the veto of which was the 
great event in the political career of 
Gov. Downey. The fight occurred cn 
Montgomery street in the afternoon of 
July 15, 1861. At that time national 
politics might provoke a violent dis- 


|} cussion, but all three of the combatants 


being Douglas Democrats there was 
no opportunity for them to differ.

4 a State convention had been held and 
Downey was a candidate for nomina- 
tion.

Gov. Downey, John Middleton and 
Sweeny in a Street Fight, 

The following entries are made on 
the police docket this morning: 

John Middleton, arrested for assault

Myles’ Sweeny, arrested for misde- 
meanor, by Officer Baker; dismissed. 

Foremost men of high respectability 
like John Middleton, the auctioneer,. 
and the wealthy, honest, old liquor- 
dealer, Myles D. Sweeny, sometimes 
‘“‘misdemean” themselves in the eye 
of the law and commit technical ‘‘as- 
saults and batteries’’ that the public 
think none the worse of them for— 
just as every grand: jury we have had 
for years indicts some of our first-class 
men fcr maintaining technical “nuis- 
| ances,” yet they lose none of their 

consideration by the means. So the 
above entry on the docket would have 
created no sensation—especially as be- 
fore the cases came into cotrt they 
were dismissed, but that rumor has 
already hinted that the affair to which 
the entries allude was one in which the 
Governor of the State of California 
figured—one disgraceful to three hon- 
orable men and mortifying to the whole 
community. The facts, as we can ob- 
tain them from an eye-witness, who 
observed them from the Middleton 
aspect, are as follows: ‘ 

Gen. Cobb and John Middleton stood 
together on the sidewalk of Montgom- 
ery street in front of Middleton's auc- 
tion-room about. 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, when Downey and 
Myles Sweeny were seen together ap- 
proaching. 

“Hello!’ exclaimed Cobb, ‘‘Here’s the 
Governor!” and then a!l shook hands. 
Politics were instantly broached. Mr. 
Middleton began it. (Mr. Middleton, our 
readers must remember, was a dele- 
gate to the Fourth of July Convention 
that nominated Conness for Governor 
at Sacramento. His man was Cas- 
serly.) 

“You are @he cause,” said Middleton, 
pleasantly enough, “of our having such 
a ticket, Governor—you’re the cause of 
it all.’’

HISTORICAL SOCIETY.

Kelly, secretary of the Railroad Com- 
mission, and Frank M, Stone, the gen- 
eral political manager of Mr. de Young, 
in their efforts *to pursuade the Gov- 

ea an elly, as the two litical

strong. 

Col. Chadbourne, the new Commis- 
sioner, is a well-known and successful 
business man of this city. He was 
born in Boston and came to this city 
in 1870. He was for many years the 
head of the large furniture manufac- 
turing firm of F. 8. Chadbourne & Co., 
which went out of existénce in Sep- 
tember, 1891, in consequence of the 
strike ‘of the Cabinet-makers’ Union, 
which organization insisted upon nine | 
hours a day in his shops. Col. Chad- 
bourne offered to pay 33 1-3 cents an 
hour for ten hours, and rather than 
submit to dictation closed out his fac- 
tory and reopened in San Diego, where 
he still has a factory. Gov. Markham 
had been his partner off and on for 
over twenty years.

Growth of the Nursery Industry—Y. W.-C. A. 
Closing Exercises. 

POMONA, March 5.—(Special Corre- 
spondenee.) Horticultural Inspector Ben 
Atkinson gives the following data touch- 
ing the increase in the nursery business: 
The shipments of trees up to this date 
aggregate 20,623; the fhumber sent out 
since March 1, prior to this, 25,393; the 
sum total of shipments during the month 
of February, 152,825; about 85,000 in Janu- 
ary, running up the number of trees 
shipped out since the Ist qf January, 18%, 
to the respectable total of, say, 283,841. 

Now, upon being asked what percen- 
tage of this amount had been purchased— 

hich were not listed as shipped—for 
fianting in and about the Pomona Val- 

ey; in other. words, -what ratio of this 
number has been and carried 
away from the yards by the buyers them- 
selves, the reply was that in his opinion 

something like one-fourth, over 70,000 
This would give us in round numbers 
about 356,000 trees that have been sold 
from Pomona’s nurseries.

ite Corruption Effaces Conscience In Matters 
Public Trust. 

(New York Wotld:) When John Y. 
McKane stood up before Judge Bartlett 
and solemnly declared that he had 
never consciously injured any man in 
— me he was doubtless perfectly sin- 


was 


the men of Gravesend flocked 
to court to testify to McKane’s g¢ 
character they pretty certainly believed 
all that they sald. 

McKane knew: of course, that he had 
deliberately conspired to rob the peo- 
ple of their rights by wholesale cheat- 
ing in an election. The men“who testi- 
fied to his good character knew the 
same thing. But ft did not seem to’ 
either to him or them that there was 
anything criminal or even anything 
disgraceful in that. He and they knew 
McKan¢e had never committed a 
eft, 

This is the worst effect of the sys- 
tem exemplified In the person. ‘of Me- 
Kane. It preverts men’s moral pre- 
ceptions. It establishes a false code of 
ethics. It sets up a danger distinction 
between the wronging of an individual 
and the wronging of a whole commu- 
nity. It saps the very foundations of 
morals and makes mén criminal with- 
out their consciousness of’ the fact. 

McKane never stole anything from a 
neighbor in his life. Probably he would 
have shrunk from the thought~of such 
a thing in horror, Yet he had ‘no hési- 
tation in robbing the entire community 
of something immeastrably more val- 
uable than money or chattels, by frauds 
as mean as forgery and frauds involy- 
ing perjury as an incident. 

The virus of bossism has so corrupted 
his nature that he sincerely fails to see 
that he is a felon. It has so debased 
the moral preceptions of his neighbors 
that they regard his conviction as the 
persecution of an innocent and con- 
spicuously virtuous man under the 
of law.

results of corruption, that the enlight- 
ened public acts when it demands the 
punishment of such men as this. It is 
not merely to check a dangerous symp- 
tom in an individual case, but to stamp 
out a contagion of immoraality which 
threatens the whole community with 
infection, that we put the convicted 
boss into prison stripes.

(New York Times:;, But few persons 
are adepts in the. art of ting—by 
which is meant neither one’s capacity 
of enjoyment with respect to food, 
nor that genius for “knowing how’’ to 
order a good meal—an instinct, by the 
way, that men are said to possess to a 
greater degree than women. In the 
present ins ce the art of eating means 
simply t act, the performance of a 
rudimentary function of life in a civil- 
ized, enlightened and artistic manner. 
That this function is a mere survival 
of a far off human past is unques- 
tioned. That Christian science and 
other like agencies will in the future 
eventually do away with it altogether 
is not improbable. In the unregenerate 
present, however, we are obliged to 
eat in order to live, which brings us 
back to the starting point that but few 
are adepts in the art. 

Tt may be asserted that-~ only’ ‘per- 
sons of the lowest grades are thus un- 
skilled—that those of genuinely gentle [ 
habit need no instruction in the matter. 
Observation proves otherwise. Enter 
any place where eating is in progress, 
and see how few faces are not dis- 
torted in the endeavor to do justice to 
the daily bread at hand. The phrase 
“to feed your face’’—synonymous in the 
West. with “to eat’—has an uglier 
literalness than might at first be sup- 
posed.

THE TYPICAL OLD NAVAJO BLANKET. 
Called the“Batleta” blanket, is almost a 
thing of the past. The yarn blankets 
have suplanted them, being less expensive 
and easier made. Not one of the old 
ones has been made in the past fifteen 
years. Only a few remain (except a few 
in museums and private collections,) and 
these are owned by wealthy Mexicans 
and Indian chiefs in New Mexico, and it 
is only by accident that the latter can 
be induced to part with them. They are 
the heirlooms of the family. The colors 
of these blankets are red, white and 
blue. The body of the blanket is from 
a fine red Turkish woolen cloth imported 
into Mexico. It sold at $ per pound. 
The Navajos ravelled this cloth, and 
twisted it again into their. blankets.
